1. J.S. TEJA, HEAD OF THE AMERICA DIVISION OF MEA, FORMALLY 
GAVE US OCTOBER 15 PROPOSED SCHEDULES FOR THE SECRETARY AND 
MRS. KISSINGER. THE PROGRAM FOR THE SECRETARY IS IDENTICAL TO 
THAT IN THE REFTEL WITH THESE EXCEPTIONS: ON OCTOBER 28 A 
SECOND ROUND OF DISCUSSIONS IN THE FOREIGN MINISTRY HAS BEEN 
ADDED AFTER LUNCH, AND ON OCTOBER 29 A CALL ON THE PRESIDENT, 

A TV INTERVIEW AND A RADIO STATEMENT HAVE ALL BEEN ADDED, STILT. 
RESERVING AN HOUR FOR A FINAL ROUND OF DISCUSSIONS IF NECESSARY. 
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OUR CGAMENTS OF YESTERDAY (REFTEL) STILL STAND. WE REPEAT: THE 
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SECRETARY MAY WISH TO EXCUSE HIMSELF FROM THE PROPOSED TV IN 
TER VIEW AND RADIO SPEECH IN FAVOR OF RADIO/TV COVERAGE OF HIS 
PRESS CONFERENCE. HE MAY ALSO WISH TO REDUCE TY TIME FOR THE 
VISIT TO PANTNAGAR BY RETURNING TO DELHI FOR LUNCH.
